International students learn to cope with homesickness

International students face a spe¬ 
cial kind of homesickness. 

They come from Italy, Sweden, 
Yugoslavia, Australia, Caribbean 
Islands, Puerto Rico, Spain, Mexico 
and Canada. Most will go home only 
at Christmas. Some, like Yugoslav¬ 
ian Vlad Kristie, cannot go even then. 

Tennis players Alberto Canzian, 
a sophomore from Italy, and fresh¬ 


man Maxemilian Nilsson from Swe 
den, have learned to handle home¬ 
sickness. 

“Even if I am a sophomore, it 
happens often that I am homesick. 
Most of the time you feel that way 
because you are alone in your room,” 
Canzian said. 

“When you feel homesick, try to stay 
as long as possible with your friends 
and avoid the loneliness,” he said. 

“Most of the time, when I feel 
homesick, I call my friends and we all 


go eat at La Posada." Canzian said. 

"Also, I can call my parents in 
Italy and talk to them for a while,” he 
said. 

“When I feel homesick, I write 
letters to my friends, my parents and 
all the people that I miss,” Nilsson 
said. 

“Also, I try to distract myself by 
listening music, watching TV or read¬ 
ing Stephen King’s books,”he said. 

Tennis Coach John Peterson, 
who has worked a lot with interna¬ 


tional students, said he can tell easily 
when students suffer from homesick¬ 
ness. 

“Usually, a student will suffer 
from homesickness the first two or 
three weeks of the semester. But, it 
can happen that some of my players 
suffer from homesickness during the 
semester and you can see that by their 
attitude on the tennis court,” Peter¬ 
son said. 

Most tennis players like Canzian 
and Nilsson will go home during 


Christmas time and come back for 
the beginning of the spring semes¬ 
ter. 

“I will go to Italy for Christ¬ 
mas even if the ticket is very expen¬ 
sive. I need to see my family, my 
friends and my hometown,” 
Canzian said. 

“I have a lot of friends and a 
girlfriend in Tyler, but I have to go 
to Sweden for Christmas because if 
I stay, I will be a lot more homesick 
next semester,” Nilsson said.

Blue Train debut album crashes

Debut albums arc often cause 
for excitement. They sometimes in¬ 
troduce a band that thrills us with a 
sound we’ve never heard. Often debut 
albums turn out to be the best effort of 
an artist, one by whose standards the 
artist is forever judged. 

If we use Blue Train’s debut 
album ‘The Business of Dreams” as 
a measuring stick for future efforts, 
then we shouldn’t expect much. 

The group’s publicity touts them 
as a “rock quartet” with a style that is 
a “unique blend of classic Brit-pop 
harmonics laced with techno-funk 
rhythms.” 

Blue Train is not a rock band. 
They are a pop group that relics too 
heavily on synthesizers, rather than 
the traditional rock ‘n’ roll guitar- 
bass-drums combination. Two band 


members arc listed on the liner notes 
as programmers, for crying out loud. 

If we consider Blue Train for 
what they are, a synth-pop group, and 
judge the music as such, they slink. 

The biography describes the 
music as a mixture of Prince, INXS 
and Squeeze. The ballads “The Hard¬ 
est Thing” and “Stay With Me Baby” 
arc described as “soulfully sensual 
centerpieces” which “recall George 
Michael at his most seductive.” 

Get real. None of the songs on 
this album reach out and grab the 
listener. None elicit emotions of any 
kind. The songs are all bland and 
boring. The faster numbers level out 
at a modest trot rather than a full 
gallop. The slower songs sound like 
contrived efforts to fabricate emo¬ 
tions rather than an excerpt from the 
author’s own diary of experiences. 

Where are the Brit-pop harmo¬ 


nics? These guys need to listen to a 
few Beatles’ records and find out 
exactly what the word harmony 
means. 

What about those techno-funk 
rhythms? This stuff isn’t exactly 
reminiscent of Rick James. 

These guys can’t touch the art¬ 
ists they’re compared to, not even 
Michael, a master of marshmallow 
music. 

This is an album obviously made 
for love of money rather than love of 
music. The songs are designed to 
appeal to as many people as possible, 
as the bio states: “This is pure pop for 
now people, containing hooks galore 
as each song is crafted with an eye 
toward accessibility.” 

Of all the things wrong with this 
album, one is absolutely perfect: the 
title. “The Business of Dreams” will 
put you right to sleep.

Penalty-plagued game

Saturday night at Rose Stadium 
the TJC Apaches tied a tough Trinity 
Valley Community College squad in 
a game marred by 15 personal foul 
and unsportsmanlike conduct penal¬ 
ties and a four-minute postgame 
brawl. 

The winner had a possible berth 
as Texas Junior College Football 
Conference representative in the Dec. 
7 Shrine Bowl. Because neither team 
won, the TJCFC representative is yet 
to be decided. 

If TJC beats Kilgore Saturday, 
TJC will automatically go to the bowl 
because TVCC has been since TJC 
last went, Wright said. 

‘‘That’s our understanding,” he 
said. If Kilgore beats TJC, the winner 
of the Navarro College-TVCC game 
this weekend will represent the con¬ 
ference, Wright said. 

The Apaches trailed for most of 
the game after falling behind 14-0 in 
the first quarter. 

Backup quarterback Thomas 
Garfield (14-23, 358 yards, 2 TD) 
provided a much-needed offensive 
spark after starter Tony Taylor left 
the game with an injury in the first 
half. Garfield’s efforts were a pri¬ 
mary reason TJC stayed in the game. 

With 8:55 left and trailing 28- 
21, the Apaches faced fourth down at 
the TVCC 16 yard-line. Needing three 
yards for a first, Apache Coach Del- 
ton Wright elected to run the ball

rather than kick a field goal. The 
play was stopped cold. 

Wright based his decision not to 
kick the field goal, which could have 
provided the winning margin, on 
confidence in the offense, he said. 
“We thought our running game could 
get three yards,” he said. 

The score held at 28-21 until 
1:29 remained. Facing fourth and 12 
on their own 24, the Apaches called 
a gutsy play. Garfield dropped back 
to pass, looked briefly over the 
middle, then turned to his left and 
lofted a perfect pass to wideout Ben 
Bronson. 

Bronson, who was behind his 
defender, took the pass in stride at 
the TVCC 45 and raced untouched 
to the 2-yard-line, where he was hit 
and fell into the end zone for a touch¬ 
down, making the score 28-27. The 
extra point tied the game at 28.
